A. Activities of the Subcommittee During the Fiscal Year 


i. The Subcommittee met three times during Fiscal Year 1962. 
Except for approving the Annual Report for Fiscal Yeer 1961, these 
meetings were devoted to planning, drafting, and coordinating 


BIC-R-19, The Strategic Impact of the International Evbargo Program 
on the Sino-Soviet Bloc. 


2. Intelligence support and ccordination of intelligence 
pertaining to economic defense is earried on within working groups 
of the EDAC/ACEP structure. Consequently there is little need for 
such activities in the EIC Subcommittee on Economic lefense. in 1961 
the Subcommittee, however, was requested by MDAC Working Group ft to 
prepare a research report on the strategic Impact of the international 
embargo program. The drafting and coordination of the study was 
completed on 1 September 1961 and submitted tothe EIC. The EiC 
approved the study on 15 September 1961 and it was submitted to 
Working Group I and subsequently published as EIC-R-19, October 1961. 


2, Other "minimum" functions ordinarily required of an EIC 
Subcommittee have Little or no applicability to the EDSC. 


B. Fubure Progran of the Subcommittee 


The Subcommittee on Economie Defense is essentially a "stand by" 
group. With virtually ail of the intelligence support and coordi- 
nation activities being carried on by other interagency groups, the 
EDSC is limited to such occasional requests as the study on strategic 
impact described above. 
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
